Objections to Claims: 

The Examiner has objected to claims 6-7 and 9 for infonnalities. Appropriate corrections have 
been made. 

riflim Ri^iections under 35 USC 8 112, l*" Paragraph; 

The Examiner has rejected claims 1-12 under 35 USC § 112, l^paiagraph. because the 
specification while enabling for breast caicinoxna, does not reasonably provide enablement for 
treatment of all malignant and braign oncoses. The scope of the presently claimed invention 
has been nairowed to be commensurate vdlfa the specification and thus, limited to mammary 
carcinoma (also known as breast carcinoma). See claims 1 through 12 (as amended). 

Thus, Applicants i^spectfiilly submit that the rejection of claims 1-2 under 35 USC § 1 12, 1*" 
paragraph is overcome and withdrawal thereof is requested. 

Claim ReiecHon s under 35 USC 8 112. 2°^ Paraigraph: 

The Examiner has rejected claims 5, 7, 8, 10, 1 1 and 12 under 35 USC § 112, 2"** paragraph, 
finding the claims to be indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. In order to overcome the rejection, the 
applicant has narrowed the scope of the presently claimed invention to be commensurate with the 
specification and thus, Umited to mammary carcinoma (also known as breast carcinoma). See 
claims 5, 7, 8, 10, 1 1 and 12 (as amended). 

Thus, Applicants respectfiilly submit that the rejection of claims S, 7, 8, 1 0, 1 1 and 12 under 35 
USC § 1 1 2, 2"^ paragnq)h is overcome and withdrawal thereof is requested. 
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Claim Refections under 35 USC S 103fa): 

The Examiner rejected claim 1-12 imder 35 USC § 103(a) as being impatentable over Nickel et 
al, US 6,093,704 and Nickel et al., US 6,696,428 and Nossner et al„ US 6.172.050 in view of 
Calabresi et aL, Goodman & Oilman's, The Pharmacological Basis of Therapeutics, Ninth 
Edition. In view of the presently amended claims, the cited documents do not anticipate the 
invention. Calabresi et al. teach only a list of known anti-tumor agents for treatment of cancers or 
tumors, see Table X-1. Calabresi et al. does not teach the special combinations as explained in 
the invention. Calabresi et al. only teach that drugs are generally more effective in combination 
on page 1230. Specific combinations as disclosed in the present invention are not mentioned. 
Accordingly, the rejection of claims 1-12 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) are overcome and withdrawal 
thereof is respectfully requested.
